DUSTED DEAN 


Statement on Dr. Col- 
bert Says Signers 
‘Deeply Regret His 
Loss,’ Calls Him a 
Forceful Leader. 


Thirteen members of the St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine faculty joined today in a 
statement praising the medica! 
school’s ousted dean, Dr. James 
W. Colbert Jr. They said they 
“deeply regret his loss.”’ 

Eight of 
the statement members 
of the department of 
biology, 


those who signed 
are 
micro- 
and five are members 
of the department of pharma- 
cology. The directors of both 
departments were among the 
signers. 

The statement said that Dr 
Colbert, who was dismissed by 
the Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert 
S.J., president ot the university, 
for ‘administrative  deficien- 
cies,"’ provided forceful leader- 
ship in creating “the proper 
moral and intellectual environ- 
ment” for the medical school. 

Colbert Said to Face Crisis. 


“Eight years ago, when Dr. 
Colbert came to St. Louis Uni- 
versity, the School of Medicine 
was in a crisis of internal strug- 
gie and academic weakness 
which threatened its very exist- 
ence,”’ the statement said 
“We, the undersigned, were at- 
tracted to the challenge of build- 
ing a strong medical school by 
the objectives pursued by Dr. 
Colbert. We know that he has 
worked untiringly and success- 
fully toward those goals to which 
medical schools throughout the 
country are dedicated.” 


All of those who signed the 
statement have joined the facul- 
ty since Dr. Colbert was appoint- 
ed dean in 1953. They are: 

Drs. Elijah Adams, director of 
the pharmacology department, 
and John C. Loper, Seymour 
Pomerantz, Audrey L. Stevens 
and H. L. Segal, members of the 
pharmacology department; R. 
W. Schlesinger, director of the} 
microbiology department, and V. 
H. Bonifas, Maurice Green, Karl 
G. Lark, N. E. Melechen, M. M. 
Weber, Thomas M. Stevens and 
W. A. Strohl Jr., members of the 
microbiology department, 

Dr. Colbert’s dismissal, ef 
fective Dec. 31, came shorily 
after he fired 149 part-time fac- 
ulty members because of their 
failure to comply with a new 
academic policy, the principal 
feature of which was that phy- 
sicians affiliated with the medi- 
cal school should send patients 
to Firmin Desloge Hospital, he 
said. Firmin Desloge is the uni- 
versity’s main teaching hospital. 

Three Have Resigned. 


As a result of Dr. Colbert's 
dismissal, three faculty members 
resigned. They are Dr. George 
L. Curran, associate professor of 
medicine; Dr. Dermott Smih, as- 
sistant dean of the medica! school 
and acting director of the David 
P. Wohl Memorial Menta! Health | 
Center, and Dr. James P. King, 


director of the department of | 
pediatrics and medical director | 
of Cardinal Glennon Hospital! for | 


Children. 

Dr. Curran described the fir- 
ing of Dr. Colbert as “an in- | 
credible thing,’’ and charged | 
that Father Reinert’s action “‘has | 
effectively destroyed the medical | 
school.”’

RADIATION SO FAR SAID 


TO BE IN SAFETY RANGE 


AEC Asserts Exposure Is Well Within 
Acceptable Limits in Spite of 


New Russian Tests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20—De- 
spite a substantial increase in 
the amount of world-wide fallout 
trom Russia's new series of nu- 
clear tests, total radiation ex- 
posure of human beings to date 
remains well within acceptable 
health limits, the Atomic Energy 
Commission said yesterday. 

In the most detailed report re- 
leased thus far on fallout from 
nuclear weapons tests, the AEC 
said the new Soviet series, which 
began Sept. 1 and apparently 
ended Nov. 4, yielded a total ot 
120 megatons of energy equiva- 
lent, of which 25 megatons was 
fallout-producing fission. 

This brought the total amount 
of fission products. scattered 
globally from all Russian tests 
to 50 megatons, compared with 
a total of 35 megatons of world- 
wide fission fallout from all] nu- 
clear tests conducted by the 


United States and Britain, the 
AEC reported. 

Although the latest Russian 
atmospheric tests doubled the 


fission yield from Soviet nuclear 
detonations, the AEC report said 
that the total amount of radia- 
tion to which adults and chil- 
dren have been exposed since 
the dawn of the atomic age in 
1945 remains well. below the 
guidelines set by the Federal! 
Radiation Council. 

A rough estimate, the AEC 
said, indicates that the radia- 
tion dosage to which the bones 
of children born next vear will 
be exposed over the course of 
a 70-year lifetime may be one- 
fiftieth of the council’s guide 
for “normal peacetime opera 
tions.”’ 

This estimate assumed that no 
more atmospheric tests would be 
conducted by the nuclear powers.

Long-Distance Power Hook Up 
On West Coast Planned by U.S.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20—Plans 
for a massive interchange of 
power between the northern and 
southern parts of the Pacific 
coast offer the eventual prospect 
of lower electric rates for house- 
holders 
throughout the United States. 

The plans, announced late yes- 
terday by Secretary of the In- 
terior Stewart L. Udall, call fo.

voltage interconnection extending 
nearly 1000 miles from the Co- 
Iumbia river valley to Los An-

‘efficient use of generating capac- | 


ity by shuttling large amounts of 
surplus power from one area to 
another at time of peak need 


Under this arrangement the 
Pacific Northwest could aid in 
meeting southern California's 
peak demand for electricity in 
the summer while power from 
California would help the north- 
west meet its peak requirements 
in the winter. The interconnec- 
tion would enable the Northwest 
to sell up to $15,000,000 of sur- 
plus power each year 

Udall said that a decision on 
whether other regions such as 
the Missouri valley would be 
interconnected for power ex- 
changes would depend on the 
success of the proposed West 
coast installation. He estimated 
that it would take at least four 
vears before the _ California- 
Washington line could be put 
into operation. Studies of other 
products may be started before 
the West coast line is completed, 
he indicated 

The West Coast plan, as cut- 
lined by a Department of In- 
terior task force after a nine- 
month study, called for construc- 
tion ‘‘at the earliest practicable 
time’ of a _ transmission line 
linking hydroelectric projects in 
Washington and Oregon with San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 


The line would transmit power 
by direct current, utilizing extra 


high voltages. Although direct 
current transmission has been 
used successfully in Europe, 
there are no commercially 
operated direct current trans- 
mission lines in use in the 


United States. 

The advantage of the method, 
the task force explained, is that 
it makes it possible to move 
large blocks of electric energy 
economically over long dis- 
tances. It said that use of this 
technique might make it eco- 
nomically feasible to revitalize 
depressed coal areas of West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania by 
using coal to generate power at 
mines. The electric energy could 
then be carried over direct cur- 
rent lines to New York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston or other centers 
where there is heavy demand for 
power. 

Similarly, vast lignite fields in 
the upper Missouri valley could 
be used to produce power there 
for transmission to Chicago, De- 
troit and other manufacturing 
areas in the Midwest and North- 


west.

watts of secondary power in the 
No thwest by moving a relative- 
ly small amount of steam power 
from California to the North, 
and it would provide a market 
for surplus peak capacity of the 
great dams of the Pacific North- 
west, 

The task force proposed sev- 
eral alternate plans depending 
on the number of power systems 
that participate. The alternates 
called for an Inter-tie system 
with capacity ranging from 
650,000 to 2,500,000 kilowatts and 
with one to three direct current 
transmission lines. The smallest 
alternative contemplates partici- 
pation in the inter-tie by only 
public power agencies in Califor- 
nia while the largest would ac- 
commodate both public and 
private utilities as well as sales 
of energy from Canada under 
a pending United States-Cana- 
dian treaty.

In previous cases in recent 
years, the Supreme Court has 
upheld reimbursement from 
public funds of parents for pu- 
pils’ bus transportation expenses 
to parochial as well as public 
schools; has ruled that a sys- 
tem under which pupils in pub- 
lic schools were released from 
classes for religious instruction 
on the school premises was un- 
constitutional, but, in another 
case, release of children from

In 1952 the Court dis- 
missed, without a ruling, a case 
involving a challenge to a New 
Jersey law requiring Bible read- 
ing and permitting recitation of 
the Lord's prayer in_ public 
schools. The court held that the 
issues had become moot be- 
cause the girl whose parents 
had challenged the New Jersey 
law no longer was in New Jer- 
sey schools 

In October 1960, the court 
dealt with a case involving Bible 
reading in public schools,. rather 
than prayer. It instructed a 
lower court to reconsider a 1959 
ruling that barred Bible reading 
in Pennsylvania public schools 
The lower court ruling then was 
set aside in view of the action 
of the Pennsylvania legislature's 
enactment, while the case was 
in litigation, of a law making 
the Bible-reading mon-compul- 
sory.

THERE HAVE BEEN many 
state court decisions relating to 
religious practices in public’ 
schools. The use of prayer either | 
separately or together with the 
Bible has been upheld in 10 state 
decisions and struck down in 
seven. Of the cases concerned 
solely with the reading of the 
Bible, nine have upheld and two 
have been against Bible reading 
as a devotional exercise. It has 
been held also that a_ school 
board may not be required to 
hold Bible-reading exercises, that 
school baccalaureate services and 
graduation exercises may be 
held in a church, that a board of 
education may not display in 
classrooms a plaque setting forth 
the Ten Commandments. 

State decisions upholding com- 
pulsory attendance at chapel at 
a state university are hot in- 
cluded, because a college educa- 
tion is not compulsory, while 
elementary and high school at- 
tendance is. 

Most of the state decisions 
have been made under state con- 
stitutional provisions prohibiting 
sectarian teaching. They conflict 
on whether the Bible or the 
Lord’s prayer is sectarian. Many 
of the rulings have pointed to 
the fact that the regulation in- 
‘volved did not make compliance 
compulsory, but regulations per- 
missive in terms have been 


struck down because of the com- | 


pulsive and discrimination in- 
volved in pupils’ having to ask 
to be excused. 


OTHER CASES are working 
their way through lower courts 
toward the Supreme Court. These 
include possible litigation in Tul- 
sa, Okla., where pupils in Catho- 
lic schools have been denied per- 
mission to remedial reading 
classes in public schools on the 
ground their admission would 
violate “separation of church and 
state.”

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Reshaping Education Aid 

The Administration’s strategists are not 
singing for joy or bubbling with confidence 
as they prepare for a second appeal to Con- 
gress for aid to education. They knew what 
they wanted a year ago—money to improve 
schooling from kindergarten to graduate 
school. They asked for it—and properly, we 
believe. But they took a beating; and so the 
question is what they can ask next time— 
with a reasonable prospect of getting it. 

The passing of a year has not changed the 
needs, except by increasing the school popu- 
lation. Help still is most needed in the high 
schools, and it is almost as urgent for the 
grammar schools. Yet these seem to be the 
areas least likely to get it—even if the alba- 
tross of private school aid could be cut away. 

Instead of putting public school ud first 
as it did a year ago, the Administration evi- 
dently will begin with a request on behalf 
of higher education. This has the sanction 
of precedents established by the National De- 
fense Education Act and narrower forms of 
federal aid in foree for at least a century. 
With this approved, the Administration would 
like to see Congress take up primary and sec- 
ondary school aid on its own initiative. That 
may be good psychology. With a little stimu- 
lation, it may work. If not, there would be 
at least the hope that aid for higher educa- 
tion might “trickle down” to the lower levels. 

* . > 

it might do so, for example, by vettering 
the quality of primary and secondary teach- 
ing. With Government help, the universities, 
aside from their regular courses, could offer 
summer refresher courses for teachers. They 
could offer a term or two of instruction in 
teaching methods to enable individuals well 
grounded in their subjects to join the aca- 
demic staff. Despite “teacher-college” re- 
strictions; leading schools and foundations al- 
ready are opening such nossibilities. 

Congress undoubtedly will be most inter- 
ested in the sciences, mathematics and lan- 
guages. These are obviously connected with 
armament and diplomacy. Acceptance of this 
premise need not preclude extension of aid 
to other fields as, for example, history. 

Past practice ulso suggests the form in which 
help may be extended—chiefly grants and 
loans for the construction and improvement 
of facilities. Where the Government pays 
for the bricks and steel, the school can use 
more of its own money for professional sala- 
ries. Grants for special research projects, of 
course, already are so common that it would 
not hurt to review some of the projects spon- 
sored by the Pentagon and other agencies. 
How many are necessary? It is no aid to edu- 
cation to have university scientists engaged 
in essentially non-educational work. 

. ° * 

Then there are federal scholarships and 
loans to students. These are of prime im- 
portance if talent is not to be wasted for lack 
of training. The Administration seems ready 
to propose at least 40,000 scholarships < year. 
That is not too many. And there ouyht to be 
a large field for loans to qualified students. 

So far, the denominational issue has not 
blocked aid to college and universities. There 
is no relevance in the religious auspices, real 
or shadowy, under which scientific or profes- 
sional education is imparted. Pragmatically, 
we cannot afford to stress the affiliation of, 
say, a medical school. We need the doctors. 
If the issue is raised, it should give pause 
for second thoughts to those who set the pat- 
tern. It is to be hoped, however, that the 
Administration will offer realistic recommen- 
dations for the general welfare, and that this 
transcendent purpose will be honored by 
Congress. 


Competition, Off the Field 

It is downright hard to shed a tear for a 
professional football club that comes out sec- 

ond best in bidding for a college player. After 
all, there must be more than enough players 
to go around. 

It is about as hard to work up sympathy 
for players who sign contracts with two or 
more teams and then cry they were “brain- 
washed” or “bribed,” and that they dare not 
say more for fear of “incrimination.” These 
seem clear cases of offers of more money 
after the first deals were made. 

Nor can the heart bleed for a coach, boast- 
ing of good relations with professional scouts, 
who accuses them of “breaking down charac- 
ter’ when he suspects that onc of his players 
has signed up prematurely, thus making him- 
self ineligible for a “bowl” game which may 
affect the renewal of the coach’s contract. 

Details of this huggermugger, disclosed on 
the sports pages, hardly suggest a high level 
of business ethics in play-for-pay circles. Nor 
do they suggest that “big-time” college foot- 
ball is much of a “character-builder.” In- 
deed there is a suspicion that for these vic- 
timized “heroes” the signing of a pro contract 
iS a repetition of what they went through 
while being solicited to sign a “letter of in- 
tent” to play for this school or that one. Re- 
cruiting by college coaches might easily con- 
vey to a well-muscled youth that it is smart 
to make a good deal under the table. 

The results, alas, may be fixed games—or 
merely a confusion of signatures. Colleges 
can do a lot to save young men from such 
moral confusion. Some have done it. Others 
seem to bank on the proposition that even 
scandals soon blow over. 


Whatever Happens in Ghana 


Announcement of a $133,000,000 loan for 
(;hana’s Volta river dam probably will evoke 
fresh lamentations that the United States is 
allowing itself to be “‘blackmailed” by a new 
and left-leaning government. President Nkru- 
mah undoubtedly has won the favor of Pre- 
mier Khrushchey and, more alarmingly, he 
seems bent on high-handed suppression of his 
political opposition. Should the United States, 
then, turn its back on the man and his coun- 
try? Should Ghana be abandoned to its 
form of the troubles now toituring The 
Congo? 

The Kennedy Administration answered 
these questions—and properly—after send- 
ing a mission under Clarence B. Randall for 
a first-hand look at Ghana. It decided to 
take the risk involved, if only because it will 
be better to have American technicians in 
Ghana than Russians. Further, an American- 
dominated company is to build an aluminum 
plant near the dam. We have the right to 
hope that our people on the scene will be at 
least as influential as the Russians would be 
in quite another way. Credit is to be ‘made 
available in stages. So if matters take a hope- 
less turn, it can be eut off. Meanwhile the

Government avoids another risk of the sort 
taken so unfortunately when the loan for 
Egypt’s Aswan dam was cancelled. 

The decision is anything but a response to 
blackmail. Mr. Nkrumah hardly can play the 
extortioner where we are concerned. Wash- 
ington rather is acting on the proposition 
that an American cold shoulder would worsen 
affairs in Ghana while co-operation may bring 
a turn for the better. 


One World, One Law 

When time permits the Indian invasion of 
Goa to be seen in proper perspective, we 
doubt if it will prove important enough to 


‘constitute the first act in a drama which 


could end with the death of the United Na- 
tions. Such was Ambassador Stevenson’s sol- 
emn verdict, delivered during his vain effort 
to win Security Council action for a cease 
fire. He may have overstated his case under 
the stress of emotion, but one must respect 
the emotion. And there is no question that 
India’s aggression and the condoning of it by 
certain members of the U.N. write an un- 
happy page in history. 

That the Soviets would support India is not 
surprising, for they are the authors of the 
‘‘just-war-of-liberation” doctrine and natural- 
ly welcome new adherents. What is “pro- 
foundly disturbing and ominous,” in Ambas- 
sador Stevenson's words, is the eager embrace 
of the doctrine by Liberia, Ceylon and the 
United Arab Republic, presumably represent- 
ative of sentiment among most of the former 
colonial nations. 


The simple truth is that an oppressed peo- 
ple’s struggle to throw off the colonial yoke 
of an alien master is one thing, and invasion 
of a colonial territory by another nation on 
pretext of “liberation” is quite a different 
thing. India’s own struggle for freedom from 
British rule was worthy of sympathy. Ag- 
gression by 'ndia as a nation against the colo- 
nial territory of another nation is worthy of 
contempt. The Japanese once claimed they 
were “liberating” Southeast Asia, but the 
world called it war. Only a difference in 
scale separates that aggression from India’s. 

India and the other new nations must learn 
that aggression cannot be defined so as to 
apply exclusively to acts of Western govern- 
ments. As Ambassador Stev2nson said, there 
cannot be one law for one part of the world 
and another law for the rest. The U.N. Char- 
ter does not exempt former colonial nations 
from its injunction that international disputes 
be settled peacefully. Indeed, they ebove al! 
others should uphold negotiation instead of 
force: for if India can “liberate” Goa today, 
China can “liberate” India tomorrow. 

It is interesting, if not surprising, that some 
of the loudest complaints against Prime Min- 
ister Nehru are coming from Americans who 
advocate that our country do in Cuba what 
he has done in Goa. In today’s world, bullv- 
boys anywhere are out of date. Nehru is 
wrong; and President Kennedy would be 
equally wrong if he invaded Cuba. The U.N. 
and the U.S. must stand for one world. 
one law. 


Truce in Georgia 

The truce that has been reached in the 
racial clash at Albany, Ga., is evidence that 
though the city authorities made many mis- 
takes they did not make the crucial one of 
clogging the lines of communicatiion. In 
agreeing to hear one of the Negro leaders at 
its first meeting Jan. 11, the newly-elected 
city commission presents itself with an op- 
portunity for making the most of free com- 
munication by coming to terms under which 
the races can live in harmony. Albany has 
only felt the threat of commercial loss due 
to racial unrest, where other communities 
have felt its pinch. It is now in ® position to 
prevent its troubles, growing out of segrega- 
tion, from going so far. 


Labor Panels Tell the Pilots 


The Air Line Pilots Association should now 
know that the only way out of its difficulties 
with management and the Flight Engineers 
International Association lies in accepting the 
Feinsinger Commission report. In effect, the 
pilots were so told last week by two presi- 
dential emergency boards. 

In the first case, that of the pilots and 
Pan American World Airways, the panel said 
it could not recommend a settlement because 
the scope of the controversy was “too vast.” 
It added that it would be “inadvisable, even 
dangerous” to attempt specific recommenda- 
tions on most points. The most significant 
words lay in a sentence in which the panel 
urged resumption of the neutral fact finding 
proceedings which were broken off last Octo- 
ber: “In our view, it would be inappropriate 
for any party to adhere to a position in con- 
flict with the Feinsinger report.” 

In the second case, involving Trans World 
Airlines, the panel refused to make recom- 
mendations on more than a dozen issues but 
did call for a reduction of jet aircraft four- 
man crews to three-man. The panel observed 
that during the 15 months of negotiations 
between pilots and TWA there had been ‘‘no 
real bargaining.” There is good reason to 
believe it was correct in asserting there could 
be none until the two principles established 
by the Feinsinger report—reduced crew size 
and pilot-engineer union merger—were put 
into effect. 

The Feinsinger report, made last October, 
spelled out a program by which the pilots, 
engineers and the carriers can attain better 
working relations. The pilots, instead of con- 
tinuing to argue repetitiously, should go back 
to the Feinsinger report. President Kennedy 
was right when he said, after reading the re- 
port, that the public joined him in wanting to 
see its recommendations followed. 


Republicans Looking Around 


County Republicans evidently are urging 
Lawrence K. Roos, banker and civic leader. 
to seek the party’s nomination for the County 
Supervisor’s post now held by James H. J. Mc- 
Nary, who has announced for the Democratic 
nomination to suceeed himself. Mr. Roos is 
no run-of-the-mine township politician; he is 
a man of stature. And this indicates that the 
Republican leaders are doing their best to 
provide a first-class alternative to the Demo- 
cratic nominee, be it Mr. McNary or former 
Democratic Assessor Francis H. Kennedy who 
is making a determined challenge to the in- 
cumbent in the primary. St. Louis county is 
badly in need of first-rate leadership, and we 
are glad that the Republicans at least are 
looking around in an effort to fill that need.

The Marksman Punished Crimes and Settled Estates in St. Charles County

Before Missouri became a state, and 
even before the Louisiana Territory be- 
came part of the United States, the 
well-known frontiersman, Daniel Boone, 
was dispensing justice in what is now 
St. Charles county. 

Without benefit of formal legal train- 
ing, and without benefit of a court 
house or court room, Judge Boone held 
his first judicial office by appointment 
from the Spanish Crown. 

Wearing moccasins and judicial robes 
of buckskin clothes, 
the Frontier Judge 
officiated under the 
open skies. Some 
of authorities say he 
held court under 
the “Judgment 
Tree,” a giant 
American elm lo- 
cated five miles west of the Village of 
Defiance. 

Daniel Boone served in judicial roles 
both under the Spanish Crown and 
the United States of America. He and 
his family had come to Missouri from 
Kentucky in 1795 at the invitation of 
the Spanish, who then ruled the area. 
He settled along the Femme Osage 
Creek. 

On July 11, 1800, Boone was ap- 
pointed ‘‘syndic’’ or judge for the 
Femme Osage District, which com- 
prised “‘everything north of the Mis- 
souri River and indefinitely westward.” 
Carlos D. Delassus, the Spanish Lieu- 
tenant Governor, made the appoint- 
ment, 

Under Spanish law, Judge Boone, 
who preferred to be called ‘““(Comman- 
der Boone,’”’ became the most power- 
ful official in his district. He had al- 
most complete charge of civil, criminal 
and military affairs of the area. 

He held this office until the Louisiana 
Territory was turned over to the 
United States. On July 8, 1806, he was 
appointed ‘‘Judge of the Common Pleas 
of the General Quarter Sessions for 
the District of St. Charles.” This ap- 
pointment came from the Governcr 
and Commander in Chief of the Terri- 
tory of Louisiana, James°Wilkinson. 

His appointment was certified to 
President Thomas Jefferson by Joseph 
Browne, Secretary of the Louisiana 
Territory, He was picked for the post 
because of the reputation he made for 
himself while serving under the Span- 
ish regime. 

Judge Boone administered rough ’n 
ready frontier justice. He acted as

both judge and jury and more or less 
manufactured the law as he went along. 

In criminal matters, the lish at the 
whipping post was Boone’s chief penal- 
ty. He said it was a waste oj time to 
put an offender in jail when he could 
be ‘whipped and c'eared.” He not only 
ordered the punishment but saw to it 
that the blows were ‘‘well laid on.” 

As Spanish Judge, Daniel Boone as- 
signed vacant lands, witnessed notes, 
kept order, punished crimes and set- 
tled estates. In the latter position, by 
law, he was allowed a fee amounting 
t 25 per cent of the property he man- 
aged. He became so popular as an 
estate administrator that as late as 
1816, when past 80, he was called upon 
to handle estate affairs. 

His authority as Judge of the Span- 
ish Crown ceased when Spain trans- 
ferred her claim to the Louisiana Ter- 
ritory to Franch March 9, 1804. In 
recommending Judge Boone to the 
Americans, Lt. Gov. Delassus wrote: 

“Mr. Boone, a respectable old man, 
just and impartial, he has already 
since | appointed him offered his resig- 
nation owing to his infirmities—believ- 
ing I know his probity I have induced 
him to remain, in view of my confi- 
dence in him for the public good.” 

No regular records were required in 
Boone’s court but a few of his legal 
documents, some written entirely by 
the hunter and explorer, remain. 

One document reads: “I do Cartity 
that I gave Banjamin gardner purmis- 
tion to Satel on a pees of vacant Land 
Coled the Little purrarey on the Misur- 
r, Sum time in Desember 1802 given 
under my hand this 23d day of Feb- 
ury 1806 Daniel Boone.” 

Some insights into the crimes of that 
time appear in another record: 

“June 30th, 1804 

This day came before me Justice of

There is a controversy about the 
Daniel Boone Judgment Tree under 
which the trail blazer and Indian scout 
was reported to have held his court. 
The Missouri Botanical (Shaw's Gar- 
den) sent out an expedition in 1921 to 
find the tree. The expedition claims 
to have located it on the Nathan Boone 
farm, where Boone once lived and 
where he died. The tree can be seen 
today. > 

But Charles van Ravenswaay, direc 
tor of the Missouri Historical Society, 
who made available this material on 
Judge Boone, seriously questions 
whether there was any one “‘judgment 
tree” during Boone's judicial career. 
He also questions whether the present 
“Judgment Tree’’ was in existence or 
could have been large enough 160 
vears ago, since it is a variety of elm 
that grows rapidly. He questions 
whether the tree isn’t ‘‘just another 
legend without historical »asis.” 

Judge Boone and his family, it is 
claimed, were the first Americans to 
settle permanently in what is now the 
State of Missouri. .He was born July 
14, 1734, in Berks County, Pennsylva- 
nia. A weaver by trade, he was a 
Quaker by religion. 

He was such a moving iorce in Mis- 
souri that when he died at the age of 
86, September 26, 1820, the Missouri 
Legislature, then meeting in the capi 
tol at St. Charles, adjourned for the 
day. And as further honor for Judge 
Boone, each member of the Legisla- 
ture wore a badge of mourning for 20 
days.

CHICAGO, Dec. 20 (AP)—A | 
campaign for stricter enforce- 
ment of football playing rules 
will be waged by the National 
Federation of State High School 
Athletic Associations, which re- 
ported 15 prep grid deaths for 
the 1961 season, highest on rec- 
ord. 

These fatalities attributed di- 
rectly to football were the great- 
est since the organization—rep- 
resenting 20,000 high schools in 
all states except Texas—began 
keeping records in 1931. 

There were seven other—indi- | 
rect — fatalities. These included 
football players stricken by 
heart seizures in warm-up rou- 
tines, or who died from various 
infections or diseases. 

The 15 direct deaths occurred 
among 720,000 boys who partici- 
pated in the sport, the federa- 
tion said, which was a ratio of 
2.08 for every 100,000. 

Nine fatalities occurred durinz 
games and six in practices. Most 
of them came from tackling, 
blocking, being piled on or heat 
prostration. In five cases there 
was no evidence of any specific 
contact Jeading to the fatal in 
jury. 

In the last 16 seasons, there 
have been 155 fatalities. Pre 
vious highs of 14 were recorded 
in 1935, 1946 and 1957. Last year 
there were seven. 

The federation estimates that 
the number of prep players has 
nearly doubled since 1946, main- 
ly because of rural school con- 
solidations.

says, “when a_ student-athlete 
who is receiving full financial 
assistance receives compensa- 
tion from a professional sports 
organization during term time, 
then the institutional aid must 
be reduced proportionately. 

“If the payment is in excess 
of the value of his remaining 
institutional aid, such institution- 
al assistance must thereupon 
cease and the educational costs 
become the student’s obliga- 
tions...” 

That should not worry, per- 
haps, a fellow who has just 
cashed a $3000 bonus check for 
Signing a pro contract. 


The ‘“‘amateur” eligibility of 
the college - subsidized athlete 
is lost, of course, unless he 
and the pro club attempt to 
keep secret the fact that he 
has signed a pro contract, so 
that the athlete may, for in- 
stance, compete in a spring 
sport in the remainder of the 
last school year. 

This is a situation that un- 
doubtedly occurs, but in this 
day and age the line between 
pro and amateur is not taken 
as seriously as it once was. 
In fact, one man of long ath- | 
letic experience—now natural- 
ly in the pro field—suggests 
that the definition of a foot- 
ball professional should be 
changed to include only those 
who are actively engaged in 
the pro sport, in contrast to 
those who have just signed as 
a pro and would not be par- 
ticipating until some time in 
the future. 

Under present circumstances, 
the virtue involved seems to be | 
a matter of honesty and abiding 
by the rules, which in any day 
and age and in any sport should 
still hold.

Firearms and Man 


“Presented to W. F. Cody, 
Champion Buffalo H inier, Fort 
McPherson, 1870"’ reads the in- 
scription on one of the out- 
standing ex- 
amples of en- 
graving to be 
found on any 
firearm today. 
On one side of 
the brass 
frame Cody,” 
who had not at 
that time ac- 
quired the 
sobriquet of 
Buffalo Bill, is 
shown mounted

Cody had previously guided 
Gen. William Tecumseh Sher- 
man and later drove stage for 
Ben Holladay. In 1872 he 
hunted buffalo with Grand 
Duke Alexis. This entourage 
killed thousands of buffalo 
near present Hays City, Neb., 
and, no doubt, this saddle ring 
carbine was one of the guns 
used in the slaughter. 


300 in Collection 


Dexter and McKim, who 
have a large collection of fire- 
arms in a display building on 
Highway 67 just south of Pop- 
lar Bluff, have been interested 
in guns for half a century. 
There are more than 300 in 
their collection. Some are 
hundreds of years old but 
others could be classed as 
near-modern. One of the pieces 
was engraved by J. P. Sauer 
and Son in Wein, Germany, in 
about 1905. A noted southern 
attorney sent this gun and 
others to these famous artists. 
A “one-of-one-thousand” rifle 
also graces the Dexter-McKim 
collection. 

A rifle marked ‘S. Hawken- 
St. Louis’ in the collection was 
owned by John Johnson, who 
roamed the Rocky mountains 
for more than 50 years and 
whose exploits are almost leg- 
end. Crow Indians, according 
to the mountain-man tale, 
killed his Flathead Indian wife. 
He is said to have had the 
strength of four ordinary men, 
and he boasted that he had 
tracked down and disposed of 
more than 300 Crow braves in 
revenge for their act. 

Many authorities agree that 
the Chinese invented = gun- 
powder. Dexter points out, 
however, it was not used on 
European soil until the battle 
of Crecy in 1346. This small 
town in northern France was 
the locale where Edward III 
of England defeated Philip VI 
of France in a major battle 
of the Hundred Years War. The 
English used longbows as well 
as gunpowder gainst the 
French nobles. France suf- 
fered a disastrous defeat. Ac- 
cording to some historians, Ed- 
ward III previously had used 
gunpowder in 1327 on his in- 
vasion of Scotland: 


Royal Hand Guns 


Silver-mounted dueling pis- 
tols in their original cases are 
plentiful in this arms display, 
and there is also a set of Wilson- 
London High Art presentation 
flintlock belt or sash pistols. 
These hand guns were usually 
made on order for presenta- 
tion to royal families or to 
members of the peerage. Many 
of them were presents of the 
English government to Indian 
princes while India was a 
colony of the Crown. 

A harquebus of about 1475, 
as well as wheellock, flintlock 
and matchlock rifles, would 
mean but little if anything to 
the sportsman of today. Neither 
would a set of rare Thomas- 
St. Etienne flintlock pistols, 
encased with dagger acces- 
sories, with ebony handles and 
high art ornamentation 
throughout, appeal to the fem- 
inine taste as a boudoir ac- 
cessory. But during the 1775s 
when these wete made they 
were perhaps a highly wel- 
comed Christmas gift, pos- 
sibly for the lady who had 
everything. 

Besides firearms, Dexter and 
McKim have in their collec- 
tion a heavy solid gold watch, 
kept in a vault, which “Little 
Missy” Annie Oakley was said 
to have given Buffalo. Bill in 
London in 1889.

Michael Rennie 
Backs His Hunches 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP). 
THE MAN WAS TALL, ruggedly handsome, and at the age 
@ 26 he had decided he was the world’s worst automobile 
salesman. 
On a hunch, he went into a London film company’s office 
and said: 

“T want to act!” 

Instead of being thrown 
out on his ear, the young 
man was given a job as an 
extra. Then he became a 
stand-in. 

Now, after some 400 
roles in movies and on 
stage and television, Mich- 
ael Rennie is a top star in 
all three fields. He is cur- 
rently playing Harry Lime, 
international financier and 
man of mystery in the TV 
series, ‘“The Third Man.” 

Rennie, an ex-Royal Air 
Force pilot, is a master of 
suavity as an actor. In per- 
son he is cheerfully blunt 
and forceful, and not at all 
averse to expressing his 
opinions. 

He believes implicitly in

trusting in one’s hunches. 

“Although we have intellectualized ourselves a long way,” 
he said, “we are still animals—and animals have guiding 
instincts, or hunches. 

“Unfortunately, we don’t follow them enough. We 
reason too much and waver. We have lost the ability 
to trust in our hunches and act on them. 

“I believe in first impressions. They are rarely 
wrong. Whenever I failed to follow a hunch in my life, 
usually I regretted it later.” 

Rennie is convinced his comparatively late start as 
actor was a help rather than a handicap. 


“I don’t see how people much younger than 26 can portray 
emotions they have never experienced or characters they have 
never encountered,” he remarked. ‘‘The older you are the 
more life has prepared you to become an actor.” 

He believes maturity is likely also to endow a performer 
with solid standards of his own “to withstand those of Holly- 
wood—and they have some very odd standards in that neck of 
the woods.” 

Rennie’s view of the American film capital, where 
spent seven years, is somewhat less than flattering. 

“Everybody in Hollywood—from the top on down— 

Is terrified of something. Fear is an even more preva- 

lent emotion there than lust. 

“They are the most insecure people in the world, 
mostly because they lacked security before they came 
there.

“Most of them have forgotten how to give an honest 

answer. Before giving you a truthful opinion they glance over 
both shoulders to see if anyone else is watching or listening. 
“Yet, yes-men have no real future. They are used, but 
respected. 
“There is an almost childlike quality about the insecurity 
of major figures in Hollywood. Tell them they can’t have 
something, and they want it even more. They must have it— 
no matter what the price.’’

Contract Bridge

HERE IS A HAND that re- 
quires unusual bidding to get to 
the right contract. The deal oc- 
curred in the masters pair event 
when the Summer Nationals 
were played in Washington, last 
August. 

It is a worthwhile hand to 
study, because slams that can 
be bid and made are compara- 
tively infrequent, and no one 
can afford to bungle them when 
they come along. 

Despite the high caliber of 
the field, very few pairs reached 
the proper contract. At most 
tables a slam in hearts, played 
by South, was reached. This 
contract suffered an early de- 
mise- when West made the nat- 
ural lead of the queen of spades 
and the defense garnered the 
first two tricks. 

A substantial number of North- 
South pairs did not reach the 
slam, surprisingly enough, but 
did quite well when they wound 
up scoring a game, which was 
quite a lot better than the minus 
score turned in by the six-heart 
bidders.

The ‘Difficult? Child 


THE PROBLEM OF the “‘difficult’® child is brought to 
this column regularly—the child who is smart, aggressive, out- 
spoken, and just hard to handle. 

There are always some children, even those having the 

i same parents and same 
upbringing as their docile 
brothers and sisters, who 
are constant, if lovable, 
headaches. 

Here’s a part of one 
letter: “‘We have a child 
three years older and an- 
other two years younger, 
with whom we have little 
trouble, but this one |] 
cannot seem to reach. 

“We get smart an- 
swers from him and he 

DR. MOLNER shows a defiant atti- 

tude when it comes to 
bedtime or when told to hang up his jacket. We have 
been neither lax in punishment nor have we overdone 

it. 

“If we give him more loving than the other two, 
he takes advantage of it; if we spank him or send him 
to bed, he doesn’t like us and he says so. He is in- 
telligent for his age, so when he makes these state- 
ments I am hurt deeply. What am I doing wrong?” 
Who says this mother is doing anything wrong? I don't! 
Not all children are the same. Some are easy to bring up; 

some aren't. Which do you love the more? Who knows? Which 
will grow up to be the best adults? Again, who knows? We 
love them all. 

But that doesn’t solve the problem. This is one of many 
questions which have sent me to colleagues for consultation, 
this time to the director of a hospital’s psychiatric depart- 
ment. Here is the essence of his answer: 

“Children don’t ever ‘like’ to be disciplined, and 
the more articulate ones will say so. Parents cannot 
expect to be liked for saying ‘no’ to a child, or telling 
him he has to do something. 

“However, this very fact of not being ‘liked’ is part 
of being parents. You are not parents just to be ‘loved’ 
by your children, although this should be the ultimate 
result. 

“Responsibilities as parents extend to educating children 
to the point at which they have some degree of control over 
their own. impulses. 

“To rein in any child with strong impulses is going to pro- 
voke some kind of reaction, and this should be expected. 

‘The fact that the child reacts in a negative way should 
not in the least keep parents from being firm about what they 
expect, when they expect it, and making no bones about it. 

“Paradoxically, a child may not ‘like’ parents for 
being firm, but once grown up to adulthood he evalu-

“TODAY I FEEL. like a@ real 
angel,’ the ordinarily rambunc- 
tious boy declared. At Central 
Institute for the Deaf, he was 
one of 169 handicapped children 
who had just laid a gift of can- 
ned goods at the base of the 
manger after the school’s annual 
Nativity pageant. The food was 
sent on to be distributed among 
the 100 neediest cases described 
in the Post-Dispatch series. 


“Here is $15. Wish it could be 
much more. It is the ‘realest’ 
Christmas I know,”’ wrote a 
grown-up contributor to the fund. 


The child and the adult both 
reflected the spirit which has 
caused the fund to swell day by 
day. So far, $23,533 has been 
received. Last year’s total was 
$37,084. 


“We are an’ elderly couple 
who cannot afford very much. 
but we would like this to be our 
Christmas,”’ was the explanation 
pinned to a $10 gift. 


With a $40 contribution came a 
note which read: “We are mem- 
bers of a group—all high school 
friends from the Kirkwood area 
—who have been getting to- 
gether once a month for about 
10 years. We have been ex- 
changing Christrnas gifts among 
ourselves, but as we've grown 
older we've come to realize this 
was no longer as much fun as 
it used to be . . . we feel that 
our gifts could be better ap- 
preciated by those not as well 
off as we are. Therefore we 
decided to send money to the 
Christmas fund, to make some- 
one’s Christmas—and ours too— 
a happier one.’’ 

Behind the account of every 
case mentioned are many simi- 
lar stories of individuals in need. 
There is the case of Ronald. Be- 
cause his parents neglected him, 
the child sucked his thumb till he 
was quite a big boy. He is now 
happy with a foster mother, but 
Ronald has one real Christmas 
wish that she cannot afford to 
satisfy. He wants braces for his 
disfiguring front teeth, which 
protrude. The distortion has af- 
fected his speech. A donor sent 
in money for an initial month’s 
treatment, saying: ‘If this case 
has already been taken care of, 
which I do hope for his sake it 
has been, use the money wher- 
ever you think best—all the

cases need help so badly. I only 
wish I could send more.” But 
best of all, not one but two 
orthodontists have volunteered 
to give Ronald the corrective 
treatment he needs. When the 
second dentist learned that 
someone already was straighten- 
ing Ronald's teeth, he offered to 
examine without charge othe: 
children who might require 
treatment 

Money has begun to come in 
to provide hot lunches for the 
two teen-agers, Judy and John, 
whose crippled grandmother 
cooks for them. The two orphans 
often go cold and hungry. 


Seventeen-year-old Charles 
(Case 24) asked nothing for him- 
self this Christmas. His only 
thought was for the three little 
sisters he is trying to support 
while the mother is in a mental 
institulion 

He holds down a part-time job 


family on a hot plate because his

AMONG ALL family names, 
Smith is most common in West- 
ern Europe, also in most of 
North America. 

People in Great Britain were 
busy making up family names 
from 800 to 900 years ago. 
“Smith” was used to describe 
men who made things from 
metal, These included black- 
smith, goldsmiths and _ silver- 
smiths. 

The same sort of thing hap- 
pened on the mainland of west- 
ern Europe. Among the Ger- 


mans, the name Schmidt was the 
same as Smith.

work of the smith was 
common but fell behind 
the occupation of farming. The 
name of Farmer failed to be- 
come highly popular, though we 
have Farmer families to this 
day. 

Popular Scottish names in- 
clude Campbell, Stewart, Mac- 
kenzie and MacDonald, but 
Scotland also has many Smith 
families. In a survey made 
some years ago, Smith led all 
the family names in Glasgow, 
the largest city in the land. 
Brown, Miller and Thompson 
were near the top in Glasgow, 
but names with a Scottish fla- 
vor lead in most cities, villages 
and country districts. 

Miller became the surname of 
thousands of British families. If 
the father managed a mill, or 
worked in it, people often added 
‘Miller’ to his personnal name. 
The mills of the Middle Ages 
were devoted to grinding grain 
to make flour. Water power 
turned the millwheels. 

A man who made bows was 
likely to be called Bowman, and 
one who shot a bow might be 
named Archer. Among my ances- 
tors was one named Stringer in 
the time of William the Con- 
queror. He appears to have 
placed cords, or strings, on bows,

Widespread hoarding of meta! 
coins in the Dominican Repub- 
lic. whose citizens have lost faith 
in the stability of money, 
has caused the government of 
the strife-torn Caribbean nation 
to order special currency paper 
from an American corporation. 

F. A. Pingree, manager of the 
St. Louis sales branch of the 
Todd Co. division of Burroughs 
Corp., 3408 Lindell boulevard, 
said the Dominican government 
has placed with his division a 
rush order for 95 reams of 
‘‘super safety’’ paper in shades 
of pink, blue and yellow so the 
country can print 10- and 25-cent 
bills to replace the elusive coins 

Pingree said a brief explana- 
tion, which accompanied the 
order, said Dominican officials 
would issue new money “‘as soon 
as the Todd Co. division could 
co-operate because metal coins 
were at a premium and growing 
scarcer every day.’ 
days, he continued, the firm had 
cleared part of the order through 
customs at Miami and had flown 
it to Santo Domingo 

Coin-hoarding is 
among the people 
countries, Pingree explained 
noting that fractional money 
kept in the belief that it can be 
traded in for something later. 
The Confederate States did it 
when their armies lost major 
battles, he said. The Cuban 
people also hoarded coins when 
Fidel Castro changed Cuba’s cur- 
rency, he said.

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POINTS TO GAINS 
MADE IN DRIVE 
FOR CIVIL RIGHTS

The past seven years have been 
marked by an “unprecedented 
thrust toward realization of equal- 
ity of opportunity” for all Amer- 
icans, Mrs. Lester Caplan, chair- 
man of the St. Louis capter of 
the American Jewish Committee, 
said recently. 

Mrs. Caplan made the state 
ment in connection with a review 
of ‘‘The People Take the Lead,” 
an annual committee roundup of 
civil rights developments. The 
pamphlet. was issued Dec. 15, 
Bill of Rights day. 

Along with achievement of the 
nation’s greatest advances in civil 
rights legislation since the Civil 
War, the period since 1954 has 
witnessed for the first timesit-ins, 
freedom rides and other forms 
of popular demonstration for 
equal rights, she said. 

The accelerated pace of civil 
rights progress has been ‘“‘espe- 
cially noteworthy” during the 
past year. Mrs. Caplan noted, 
explaining that private citizens’ 
groups have joined governmental 
officials in their concern for indi- 
vidual dignity. 

She listed the following 1961 
events as particularly significant: 

1. For the first time since the 
Supreme Court ruling, school de- 
segregation was accomplished 
without incident in the Deep 
South 

? Congress extended the life 
of the Federal Civil Rights Com 
mission for two more vears,. and 
the Commission sought ‘sweep 
ing” executive and congressional! 
action in the fields of voting 
education, employment, housing 
and legal justice. 

3. Twelve new law suits initi- 
ated by the Department of Jus- 
tice in Southern counties brought 
to 22 the total number of court 
actions designed insure the 
right of Negroes to vote. 

4. Minnesota, New Hampshire, 
New York and Pennsylvania 
joined four other states in out- 
lawing discrimination in private 
housing. 

5. Idaho, New Hampshire. 
North Dakota and Wyoming 
barred discrimination in public 
accommodations. Twenty - eight 
states now have such statutes. 

6. Enforceable Fair Employ- 
ment Practice laws were passed 
by Illinois, Kansas and Missouri, 
bringing the total to 20.

7. Freedom riders spurred new 
regulations by the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission, perhaps 
‘signaling the end of segregated 
travel.”

FOOD VENDING LAW 


WORK 15 DELAYED 


Completion of a model ordi- 
jmance regulating food vending 
machines has been delayed pend- 
‘ing a legal opinion, Dr. E. V. 
| Lambrechts, chairman of a St. 
| Louis Municipal League com- 
| mittee investigating such ar ordi- 
imance, told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 


An opinion stating whether 
vending machines are covered 


by the Sunday sales law has been | 


requested of the state attorney 
general, Dr, Lambrechts said. 

“If all vending machines fall 
under this law,” he said, “we 
would have to place in our ordi- 
nance a clause requiring regu- 
lation of the machines so as to 
conform with the state law. 

“Some interpretations of the 
aw say certain products are 
‘necessities’ and other interpre- 
tations say they are not 

“If the attorney general's of- 
fice rules that all items sold in 
‘common vending machines are 
'not necessities, then we will in- 
corporate such regulations in our 
proposed ordinance. 

“If a ruling says these items 
are necessities, then we will pro- 
cede normally. 

“I would imagine, however, 
_that if the ruling is in favor of 
the vending machines you will 
begin to see them all over the 
place.”” 

The 136-year-old state law pro- 
/hibiting sale of most goods on 
Sunday was upheld recently by 
the Missouri Supreme Court 

The court, in a unanimous de- 
cision, found nothing vague in 
the language of the law, particu 
larly the section which prohibits 
sale of all goods except “any 
drugs or medicine, provisions or 
‘other articles of immediate ne- 
cessity.” 

Dr. Lambrechts, however, said 
he felt that ‘‘there are still many 
vague sections of the law.” 

The section defining necessities 
was one example of the vague- 
ness cited by Dr. Lambrechts. 

“We now have an attorney 
studying the matter,” he said, 


“‘and we hope to have an opinion 
in 


as to what ‘necessities’ are 
the near future.”
